W a s h in g t o n , N ov. 8.—The ag ricu l-1 
tu ral departm ent has issued a state­ 
m ent show ing th a t during the storm of 
Sept. 24 to 29 1,089 vessels, valued a t 
817,100,000, and in the storm of Oct. 8 
to IO 1,216 vessels, valued a t $17,138,- 
OOO, rem ained in port on th e A tlantic 
and gulf coasts, secure from danger 
throughout th e periods 
for 
which 
w arnings w ere issued by the w eather 
bureau. 
This m akes a total of 2,305 
vessels, valued a t $36,283,000, a large 
proportion of w hich probably would 
have gone out but for the w arnings. 
It is fair to assume, it is stated, th a t 
had they done so nearly all Of them 
would have encountered th e storm s 
and been 
m ore or less dam aged, 
if 
not 
lost. 
The 
records 
of 
those who w ent out in the face of the 
w arning show th a t in every instance 
they suffered severe injury or were de­ 
stroyed. 
Reports 
from th e region 
traversed by th e storm give the w arn­ 
ings credit for saving a num ber of 
lives; one station alone. Charleston, re­ 
porting over hundred lives probably 
saved by this means.

EXPLORATIONS AT BIFFER. 


Hum an 
Rue* Shown to H ove Existed 
4,000 Years B efore Christ. 


W a s h in g t o n , N ov. 8.—The hum an 
race is nearly ten centuries older than 
science had know ledge of before as a 
result of th e extensive explorations of 
th e ruins of Biffer, near ancient Baby­ 
lon, as described in a report to the state 
departm ent 
by 
M inister Terrel at 
Constantinople. 
These explorations 
are being made a t the expense of 
Philadelphians, and Dr. Peters and 
Prof. H ilpricht of th e U niversity of 
Pennsylvania have 
supervised 
th e 
work. 
Many tons of tables, vases, in­ 
scribed brick, sarcophagi and th e like 
have been exhumed. 
The sensual and 
revolting w orship of the god Bal is 
more clearly known, his colossal tem ­ 
ple, w ith its 130 room s, has been ex­ 
posed and th e religion, governm ent 
I and custom s of men w ho lived 4,000 
years before Christ have been revealed 
by the translated inscriptions. 


Proposed Schem e o f Cltlmens to 
lute T heir Sanitary Condition. 


L o n d o n , N o t . 8 .—As a result of the 
recent investigation into the 
sa n ita ry 
condition of the bakehouses of the 
m etropolis, a com m ittee of prom inent 
citizens has subm itted to the L on­ 
don county council a petition ask* 
ing for 
a num ber of am endm ents 
to th e public heal til act relatin g to 
baking establishm ents. 
The resolu­ 
tions suggest th a t uniform m etropoli­ 
tan law s regulating bakeries be m ade 
the London county council, an d 
th a t th e duty of enforcing these law s 
shall devolve upon th e various local 
sanitary authorities; th a t such law 
shall povern the regulation of the 
conduct of th e business, the stru c­

Perhaps you expected 
richer. and yon have worked hard 
dioi ; h to gain them: you have planned 
aad worried and persisted until your 
bands were worn and your brain wa-s 
racked and your heart fainted, and at 
Ike end of this long strife with misfor­ 
tune you find that if you have not been 
positively defeated it has been a dra wn 
battle. It is still tug and tussle—this 
year losing what you gained last, finan­ 
cial uncertainties pulling down faster 
than you build. For perhaps twenty 
c r thirty years you have been running 
your craft straight into the teeth of 
the wind.

’without aLy of their disadvantages; 
mo almshouse, for they arc all princes; 
mo rents to pay. for the residence is 
gratuitous; no garments to bu}’, for 
the robes are divinely fashioned; no 
scats in church for poor folks, but 
-©quality among temple worshipers. 
Ho hovels, no hard crusts, no insuffi­ 
cient apparel. “They shall hunger no 
roar©, neither thirst any more, neither 
‘hall the sun light on them nor any 
beat.” No more pain! 
Further, there will be no pain of 
parting. All these associations must 
some time break up. We clasp hands 
and walk together, and talk and laugh 
and weep together; but we must after 
' ‘ lywhfle separate. Your grave will be 
an one place, mine in another. We 
look each other full in the face for the 
best time. We will be sitting together 
some evening, or walking together 
fpirin day, and nothing will be unusual 
in our appearance, or our conversation:

they m ake ready for our departing 
spirits, they know it is the last time. 
On tho long agony of earthly separa­ 
tion! 
It is aw ful to stand iii your nur­ 
sery fighting death back from the 
couch of your child, and try to hold 
fast the little one. and see all the tim e 
that he is getting’ weaker, and the 
breath is shorter, and m ake outcry to 
God to help us. and to the doctors to

lancet strikes into the swollen gum. 
You see its head toss in consuming 
fevers that take more than half of 
them into the dust. 
Old age passes 
dizzy, and weak, and short-breathed, 
and dim-sighted. On every northeast 
wind come down pleurisies and pneu­ 
monias.
